The district No. 36 has a bonding 
power up to $70,000 and its hoped 
that the cost of construction will 
come within that limit. 

The architect is Leo Strclka of 
Oak Park, who designed St.. Peter's 
: Catholic church In this village, and 
his plans have been approved. 

The building will be erected on a 
hill on the 19-acrc plot the board 
recently purchased from Walter 
Manz directly west of the present 
school site. 

The structure will have two class 
rooms, a gymnasium, a kitchen, and 
library, and a small basement for 
! the heating system and other utili- 
ties. It will accommodate 80 pupils. 
Germicidal Lamps 
The building will be constructed 
of Lannon stone and face brick. The 
roof will be of copper with standing 
• senms, and the floors will be inlaid 
; with asphalt tile. Windows will be 
on two walls on each room and the 
light from them will be augmented 
by fluorescent lighting. There will 
be germicidal lamps for health pur- 
poses. The walls will be of. acoustical 
. plaster. 

An oil burner will provide the 
heat for the hot air system. 

The building will be farther back 
from the road than the old building 
which may be moved back so as not 
to obstruct the view. The old build- 
ing will be retained for a possible 
overflow of the new building if the 
number of pupils continues to grow, 
Walter Forbrick, clerk of the board 
said. 

Fine View 
Forbrick said that with the com- 
pletion of the new building it no 
longer will be necessary to take the 
overflow number of pupils to other 
districts by bus as is now done and 
bus service will be discontinued. 

The building is expected to have 
a commanding view of the region. 
It wilt face and overlook Grass lake 
and the lotus beds. At the rear is a 
woodland which the children can use 
as a playground.

T. R. Birkhead, principal of the 
high school said that because the 
school board cannot legally hold a 
referendum merely on the question 
of whether or not the township wants 
buses, the referendum on tax in- 
crease, which would be necessary ad- 
junct, was decided upon to get the 
same results. 

A demand for school buses was 
made last fall and the board through 
postcard questionnaires sought to get 
opinion of 238 patrons of the school. 
Only 61 replies were received, 44 
favoring the plan and 17 opposing it, 
and because of the meager response 
no action was taken. 

Recent Demands Made 

Recently the demand became more 
persistent and the board agreed to 
let the voters decide through the re- 
ferendum. « 

The question on which the people 
will vote is: 

"Shall the board of education of 
Antioch Township High school Dist. 
No. 117, Lake County, 111., be author- 
ized to levy a tax annually for educa- 
tional purposes upon all the taxable 
property of the district of .55 per 
cent upon the full, fair cash value, 
as equalized or assessed by the de- 
partment of revenue of the state of 
Illinois?" 

The present levy is .50 per cent 
and the increase would be the -.05 
per cent.

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Power in the Southwest 

Some time ago, the Southwestern Power Admin- 
istration submitted to Congress a plan for marking the 
electric power output of the government-owned hydro- 
electric projects in the region. That plan Involves 
spending nearly $250,000,000 of public money— not 
counting the cost of flood control dams and their gener- 
ating stations — for building tax-exempt steam generat- 
ing plants and transmission lines which largely dupli- 
cate the exisiting facilities of the heavily-taxed electric 
utilities in the Southwest. 

For the time being, that plan is being held in 
abeyance in Congress. But its proponents arc working 
aggressively to get it approved In' full. The American 
people should realize the enormous, unnecessary waste 
of public funds involved. 

The electric companies of the Southwest have 
made an offer whose main points are: to purchase the 
entire hydrclectric output of all existing dams and all 
other dams built in the future; to build at their own 
expense any additional transmission lines which may 
become necessary; to give preference to public bodies 
and to Rural Electric Cooperatives, as Congress may 
prescribe— and, under public regulation, pass on to the 
consumer savings which may accrue through the pur- 
chase of the power. 

This plan would give the Southwest full benefits 
of the government-produced power. It would cost the 
taxpayers a single penny for duplicating facilities. It 
would create new taxable resources for all units of 
government, from villages to the national treasury, in- 
stead of destroying taxable income and property. It is 
based solidly on logic, economics and the needs and 
rights of the consuming public. And it would prevent 
loading a new burden on the backs of the taxpayers at 
a time when budget reduction is vital to national sol- 
vency. 

Under these circumstances, what possible excuse 
can be offered for appropriating enormous sums to build 
unnecessary, duplicate power facilities in the South- 
west? Every taxpayer, wherever he may live, has a 
stake in this. 

* * * 

Oil Well Rejuvenation 

Before too long many oil wells that have been 
considered exhausted may be producing once again — 
and again the statisticians who have predicted oil 
shortages for the future may have to revise their cal- 
culations. 

Down on the coast of Southern California, a 
scientist of the Scripps Institution of Oceanography has 
announced a process to "infect" exhausted oil sands 
with a bacteria which will drive the oil out of the sand. 
As Time describes it, these bacteria "snuffling under- 
ground like fierce microscopic ferrets, would chase 
residual oil toward watting wells." 

Once introduced in an oil bearing area these 
"bugs", by sheer multiplication, push oil particles off i 
the grains of oil sand. They dissotve limestone, making 
the formation more porous. They generate carbon 



dioxide, which shoves oil particles ahead of It by gas 
pressure. The bacteria also produce a "detergent" 
(soaplike substance) which makes clinging oil films 
gather Into free globules. 

At present oil men- are working for a practical 
application of this discovery. They sec In It on oppor- 
tunity to glean the last drop of oil from known fields. 
If they arc successful, a tremendous step will have 
been taken to assure the fullest possible use of one of 
America's most valuable resources — and at the same 
time achieve maximum conservation. 

This is one more example of how the oil In- 
dustry is leaving no stone unturned both to develop 
new oil resources— and to get top productivity from 
the old.

Agent For The Consumer 

Business magazines have recently featured many 
articles on the eforts of American retailers to obtain 
goods at lower prices. And that Is a story of direct in- 
terest to every consumer, and to every man's pocket- 
book, in these days of depreciated dollars. 

Retailers arc convinced that prices for many 
kinds of goods arc too high— that it is possible to give 
more for the money. They arc taking that attitude in 
their dealings with manufacturers. They believe that a 
good shirt should be available to the public at $2.50 or 
$2.75 instead of $3.50 or more. They arc watching the 
pennies as well as the dollars. 

The purpose of all this is to better serve and 
please a public which is beginning to buy carefully and 
in minimum amounts. The buyer for arctail store thus 
becomes ,in effect, the agent of the consumer. His in- 
terest is the consumer's interest. He knows that there 
are two gauges of value for anything— price and quality. 
And what he is after Is the most quality at the least 
price. 

Manufacturers must pass on the increased tabor 
and other costs of the time. But what retailers arc doing 
Is to see that the increase is held to the lowest figure — 
and that, when possible, reductions In price will be 
made. That is a tremendous service to us all.
